WHAT HAS THE FUTURE IN STORE FOR THE 
PHILIPPINES ? 


eed 


It ia now sixteen years, within a few days, aincs tha United 
States Commission recommended the Washingtua Government to 
retain possession of ths Philippines. This advice was acted apon, 
as we know, aod duriog that! aixtoen yeara tho Americans hava -unk 
more milliona of dollars than most of as would cara to calcalate, in 
their uew possession— qu.te possibly more even than that possession 
is really worth to them. By their own showing, and by facta which 
it is impossible to dodge, we know that they can scirealy regard 
their management of the Islanda as a success, that the natives do 
not take kindly to their new masters, and that public opinion io 
ibe United States is very much divided as to whether or not there 
ia wisdom in that country’s retaining its hold on a people that may 
never become reconciled to the new regime. 

Plainly it would be ridicnlous to deoy that America bag actod 
for the bart in relation ¢o the Telands. But experience of the world 
has taught many of her citizena, as it hos taught the Britiaber, that 
those who “act for the best” ara not infrequently guilty of mon- 
strous though unintentional acta of injustics, aometimea towaria 
themselves, sometimes towarda thoa3 affected by their action. 
Britain ‘acted for tho bhst” in defonding Tarkey against Raia, 
years ago; but we all know what tho resalt has been. Another ad- 
miasion that has to be made is that, after conturiea.of wnuddle and 
slackness such as the Islande had expesienced at Spanish hands, it 

’ needed practically a miracle to briag tbe Philippines into oven a 
semblance of order; wherefore, even if America have failed entirely 
—~and she has pot—it is sympathy rather than condemnation that 
ehe deserves, Tothose who have given tho problem a moderate 
ardount of thought it ia more than clear that America’s mistake in 
taking over the Ielanda at all was 60 colosas! an one that even 
the most brilliant ¢forta on her part could not redeem 
it. America as a would-be colonising Power ia merely young 
David begirt with Saul’s weepone, She is alill youog even in relé- 
government, and her attempt to rale and te legislate for on’ Asiatio 
people could hardly end other than in a ludicrous fisacu; for colon- 
ising requiresexperience. Rnssia would have beon just as uneuccass 
fol; ao would Norway, Sweden, Austria, Greece, or even Italy. 
There are certain countries which manifestly can colonise, and can 
control a large native popolation, owing to what thoy have learaed by 
centuries of experience—and there are others which as manifestly 
cannot, owing to their want of knowledge. Americana, despite choir 
vast energy and their practical outlook, a:e not,aaa role, very succsas- 
fal in odapting themselves to new surroundings. ‘The Britiay, the 
Datch, the French have bad little trouble with their colonies, be- 
osuse those who wero sont to represent them in the naw Inad were 

. Bble to su-t themselves to circumstances, and were in no hurry to 
foict thoir own customs and ideas on those whom they had come to 

_ live emong,. Todis, Java or Iado-China have been allowed slawls— 

with the.¢ort of slowness well calculated to suit the wishes of the 


people themsalves—to work ont their own salvation. In th Philip-. 


pines the Americans have been sreking to work ont the people's 
salvation for thom :a proceeding foredoomed to disaster. - - - 

And what is going to be the future of theseislands ? There are 
Americans who would fain tollow:the what-we've-got-we'll-hald plan, 
and. thero aro Americans -who dre conscientiously convinced that 
their. Governaent-ought, by righta, to abandon ite control. Botween 
the two, tho lot of the Filipino is not an-enviable one. A- saggesé

I ask | 
sou to make good these escrifices. ‘ihe end is not in sight, and | 
more sud more men are wanted to keep the armies in the field, and, 
through them, to secure victory and endaring peace. Ia accient 
days the darkest momont has ever producad in the wen of cur 
race the aternest recolve, and I ask you, men of all classes, to core 
forrard voluntarily and take your abaro in the fight. In freely re-
